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Philadelphia, June 21.—Senator H anna 
has authorized the following statem ent: 
• The adm inistration has had no candidate 
for vice president, 
It h as not been for 
or acain st any candidate. 
It has deemed 
that the convention should make the can­ 
didate, and th a t has been my position 
throughout. It has been a free field for 
all. 
In these circum stances several emi­ 
nent republicans have been proposed, all 
of them distinsruished men w ith many 
friends. 
I will now say that on behalf 
of all those candidates, and I except none, 
th at I have w ithin the last 12 hours 
been asked to give my advice. A fter con­ 
sulting w ith as many delegates as possi­ 
ble in th e time w ithin m y disposal, Ì have 
concluded to accept the responsibility in­ 
volved In this request. In the present sit­ 
uation, w ith the strong and earnest senti­ 
m ent of the delegates from all parts of 
the country for Gov. Roosevelt, and since 
President M cKinley is to be renom inated 
w ithout a dissenting voice, it is my judg­ 
m ent th a t Gov. Roosevelt should be nom­ 
inated for vice president with the same 
unanim ity."

This announcem ent of Senator H anna 
was m ade after a long consultation with 
many leaders of the party. He called all 
the newspaper men into one of the rooms 
where the consultation had taken place 
and read it from m anuscript.

Ju st before the statem ent w as given 
out C hairm an Odell, of New York, sppnt 
a few m inutes In the room, and when he 
came o u t he said: “The whole m atter got 
into a snarl and was left to Senator H an­ 
na to arbitrate, and his decision is th at 
the vice presidency should go to New 
York, and Roosevelt will be nom inated."

Im m ediately following Mr. H anna’s an ­ 
nouncem ent of the w ithdraw al of all the 
other candidates and the nomination of 
Gov.

Some weeks ago J.ud|?e Carr of Cass 
OOUDty issued an injaaetion prohiblt- 
the Cbapin crowd from iDterferiofc 
with the Berrien Springs water power 
company in the construction of a dam 
at the old county seat. 


Attorneys Sam H. Kelly and Mar­ 
shal Howell, for the Chapin company, 
moved that the injunction be dissolved. 
The arf^uin^ of the motion was delayed 
until last Saturday, at which time the 
above mentioned attorneys and Fred 
Baker and Thomas O’Hara, lawyers 
for the Berrien Sprinjirs company, ap­ 
peared before Judge Carr in Cassop- 
olis. 


The judge banded down the following 
decision, knocking out the injunction, 
Wednesday afternoon: 


«‘On motion of complainant and be­ 
fore answer a temporary injunction 
was allowed and issued. The defend­ 
ants now move for a dissolution of the 
injunction claiming that the auswers 
deny the entire equity of the bill. The 
court so finds and ,lt is therefore or­ 
dered that the tempoi%ry injunction 
be and tbe same is hereby diftiiolved.” 


The dissolution of ihe injuDction will 
not change the general coudltion of 
aflfairs at the seat of war.

Gives Figures. 


Coldwater, June 21.—Hon. Milo D. 
Campbell has given out some statistics 
in advance of tbe regular report of the 
state tax commission which will cer­ 
tainly attract public attention. 


He says that 839 out of 1,210 town­ 
ships In the state report an increase of 
$42.315,157 on personal property assess­ 
ment and 26 of tbe 83 cities in the state 
report an increase on personal property 
assessment amounting to $44,828,916. 
The Increase of real estate assessments 
In the same towns and cities above 
mentioned is $67,729,546, or a total In­ 
crease on both personal and real prop­ 
erty amounting co $154.873,619. 


president Campbell Is confident that 
the cities not yet reported will add to 
the personal assessment about $38,000,- 
000 and the townships not yet reported 
will add $18,000,000, which will elve an 
Increase of personal assessment in the 
state of $143,OOO,O0O and an increase of 
real estate of about $100,000,000. 


From his figures it is shown that the 
assessed valuation of 
the personal 
property of the state has been more 
thftn doubled over the assessment of 
1899 


In reference to corporations the first 
230 from which reports h^ve been re­ 
ceived show an increase as follows:

Ennrine No. 174, which was recently 
placecT in the Wabash shops at Peru, 
Ind., for repairs, has a longer list of 
casimlties to her credit than any other 
engine on the roan. , The engine 
is 
knoAvn as the “Pru Jonah,” and was 
built at the Wabasii shops as a matter 
of experiment.

London, June 21.—A news 
agency 
dispatch from Shanghai, dated June 
20, says: 


“A fter art arduous m arch and frequent 
fighting with the Chinese, Vice Admiral 
Seymour arrived at Peking: Sunday after­ 
noon. 
On five occasions the C hinese-at­ 
tacked the column In sre a t force. «There 
were many mounted men among the Chi­ 
nese, but m ost of the natives were badly 
armed. 
At tim es they fought w ith ad­ 
mirable couragre and bravery. The losses 
of the Chinese durlns the m arch are es­ 
tim ated at 500 killed. 
The losses of the 
foreigners were trifllnjgr. 


“The exact state of affairs Inside Peking 
It Is Impossible to describe, In v'lew of 
the m any conflicting reports, nothing hav­ 
ing been received from the legations or 
foreigners there. 


“Surprise is expressed a t the fact that 
a large force of Indian troops has not 
been ordered here." 


S till U n v e rifie d . 


London, June 21.—The reports 
of 
Admiral Seymour’s arrival at Peking^ 
and of the safety of the foreigii lc|ia- 
tions, 
originating 
from 
Chinese 
sources and cabled to this city from 
Shanghai, are still unverified. 
How­ 
ever, the Italian consul at Slianghai 
hhs wired to the Italian foreign min­ 
ister, Marquis Vimjonti-Venosta, that 
the legations are safe. 


R e b e llio n S fircad a. 


The rebellion is spreading far and 
wide. There is an impression in diplo­ 
matic circles here and on the conti­ 
nent that the allies have not yet grap­ 
pled with the 
situation 
effectively, 
and that even 50,000 troops w^ould be 
powerless to do much to control 4,000,- 
000 square miles. 


The effect of the bombardment of 
the Taku forts, as described by the 
Shanghai correspondents, was gory in 
the extreme, nothing" less than “Hvers 
of blood” and “mutilated corpses piled 
up inside the forts.” 


The Russians g-uarding Tien-Tsin, 
according to another report, fired ar­ 
tillery and rifles June 15 at a range 
of 50 yards into dense crowds of at­ 
tacking “Boxers” and killed 3flO. 


The latest* story sent out by 
the 
Shanghai gossips is tliat Prince Tuan, 
president of the T.sung-li-Vamen, has 
burned the imperial palace at Poking 
and murdered the emperor, and that 
the empress dowager has committed 
suicide.

“The dopartm ont has received a cable­ 
gram from Admiral Kempff. dated June 
20. 
He says the Taku forts w ere cap­ 
tured by the other foreign forces; that 
heavy firing was heard at TIen-TsIn on 
the evening of the 17th Inst. He Is mak­ 
ing common cause with the foreign powers 
for general protection.

The prevailing idea among the 
naval ofiicers is that the reduction of 
these forts was absolutely necessary to 
the safe progress of an.y international 
relief expedition to fVking, and that 
Admiral Kempff should have found it 
to be within his duty in the protection 
of “all” American interests to havi* 
borne his j)art in the burden.

not yet known definitely w'heteher or 
not he actually I'eceived all of his in­ 
structions.

It is t^e consensus of opinion of the 
foreigners, the better class of the Fili­ 
pinos and* the Spaniards that Aguin­ 
aldo will be in Manila shortly as the 
result of the decree and' of the nego­ 
tiations of the Buencamino party. 


Washington, June 21. — Secretary 
Root said that the text of the amnesty 
Ijroclamation will be publislied to-day 
in Manila and Washington simultane­ 
ously. It will be issued by Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, and is done by direction of the 
president. 
The proclamation gives a 
free pardon to all Filipinos who have 
participated in the rebellion against 
the United States, the .only condition 
being that they take the,oath oï al­ 
legiance and.acknowledge the sover­ 
eignty of the United' States govern­ 
ment. It excludes no one, except those 
•who have violated the laws of war. The 
proclamation, the secretary said, will 
speak for itself and will go into effect 
immediately. 
The time, considering 
the facilities for communication in the 
islands for acceptance of the amnestj' 
proclamation by those still in rebel­ 
lion, is limited, being only 30 or GO 
days. 


It is confidently believed that the re­ 
sult of the proclamation will be quite 
a general submission by those Filipino 
leaders who have not yet given in their 
adhesion to the control of the islands 
by the United States. The promulga­ 
tion of the proclamation of amnesty 
has been under consideration for some 
months, and tKe decision to- issue it 
at this time was reached only after 
advices from a number of sources that 
the time was ripe and that assurances 
had been received that it would meet 
with a worthy response from, those 
to whom it was addressed.

A preliminary account of the ob­ 
servations made at Wadesboro, N. C., 
■ during the recent eclipse, under the 
direction of, the Sm ithsonian‘institu- 
l’ion has been prepared by C. G. Ab­ 
bot, of the institution. ‘‘The main ob­ 
ject of investigation,” says Mr. Abbot, 
was the corona, and of this first, a 
photographic study of tlie 
detailed 
structure of the inner corona; with, 
second, a determination by the bolom­ 
eter, whether appreciable heat reaches 
s from it, and, if possible, an exami­ 
nation of tlie form of its spectrum en­ 
ergy curve. 


The eclipse was notably not a dark 
one. 
No second magnitude stars were 
observed with the naked eye. 
Most 
oi the observers saw only Mercury, 
though Venus was distinguished 
by 
some, skimming through tlie trees', 
and Cappella also was seen by a few. 
The high degree of iriuminatiou oper­ 
ated unfavorably in the study of the 
outer corona. 


“The fall' of tem perature and rising 
breeze were distinctly noticeable be­ 
fore totality. Mo change in direction 
of the wind was noted. Shadow bands 
were seep, but those obser\’ers who a t­ 
tempted 
to measure their velocity 
found them too rapid and flickering 
for any successful work in this direc­ 
tion, yet'there was notable unanimity 
among independent observers as to 
their size and distance ap art 
(about 
live inches). 


“It was noticed th at the birds were 
silent during totality, but, true to their 
nature, the English sparrows were last 
to be still and first to begin their dis­ 
cussion of the eclipse after the return 
of light. 


"The attention of all visual observers 
was caught by the equatorial stream ­ 
ers. 
F ather Woodman described the 
appearance as like a m other of pearl, 
but different observers differed on the 
color estimate. 


“A yellowish green tinge was noted 
by the artist of the party, Air. Child, 
while to others the light was straw- 
colored, or golden. 
The visual tele­ 
scopic observations of the writer gave 
little indication of the finely-divided 
structure of the inner corona, which 
he had noted at Pike’s Peak during the 
eclipse of 1878. Structure, to be sure, 
was evident, but not in such minute 
subdivision as hail been then seen. One 
remarkable prominence was seen as 
well as several smaller ones, but the 
coronal streamers did not give to visual 
observers the impression of being con­ 
nected in anj’ \vay with the 
promi­ 
nences, nor to the writer was the tele­ 
scopic coronal structure (the ‘Ogival’ 
structure of Lias) 
connected 
with 
them. 
All observers reported a suc­ 
cessful carrying 
out 
of 
the 
pro­ 
gramme.”
